The season’s pre­ 
cipitation in the San Gabriel, San­ 
ta A na and Los A ngeles basin, ac­ 
cording to the report, averages 30 
to 40 per cent below norm al. 
W ater Levels Drop

report say s:

answer was, “T here shall be great 
famines In divers places."

Strong 
and self-reliant personalities may find it pos­ 
sible to find all of life's satisfactions aiuong 
them selves; but most people can find such sat­ 
isfaction.- only in larger and wider social rela­ 
tionship-. 
These wider and larger social rela­ 
tionships are to a greater or less extent re­ 
stricted to those who engage in a m ixed mar­ 
riage.

the offspring of such m arriages if 
there he any. 
Children are of necessity gregari­ 
ous. 
To have cense ” ntly before them tile 
consciousness of a diverse religious or racial in­ 
heritance. sets them apart from other children; 
and the result is apt to he a somewhat warped 
personality. 
In the case of the writer of this proposed 
article there may be som ething of romance in 
the m arriage of a Jew with a Chinese. Being 
a literary man, he will undoubtedly present the 
relationship in a most rom antic fashion.

a marriage as is to he described, w e can say 
before the reading of it, however happy and 
romantic it may he. is not to he encouraged— 
at least until such time as social and religious 
customs are cast in a totally difterent mold 
from which they are at present.
